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U de M council to control paper 



ASUS course survey 
requires volunteers 

The call is out for a minimum of 200 students needed 
to staff the 1967 version of the ASUS Course Guide. 

The Guide has been extended as a result of the success of 
last year's pilot project, and will cover all Arts and Science 
full courses which arc not divided into more than three 
sections. 

This amounts to more than 350 courses, and Editor-in- 
Chief John Fekele hopes to go to classes with questionnaires 
within four weeks. The student volunteers, are needed iargciy 
to distribute and collect these questionnaires. 

'"We've sent out advance letters to the professors involv- 
ed," said Fekele, "and in cases where the professors do not 
consent to having the questionnaires answered in class, we 
hope to ect the students outside class. Thus, we have a need 
for far more volunteer workers than last year." 

The Guide is financed by ASUS funds and sales revenue, 
and Fekele hopes the Students' Council will make up the 
deficit in the $18,000 expenditure budget. 

"We're presenting the budget to the SC tomorrow night," 
said Fekcte, "and by that time we must- show that there are 
many people interested in working on the project, so it is 
important to sign up now." 

Interested students can sign a book at the SC Office in 
the Union and will be contacted later. Fckcte hopes to have 
his entire staff assembled by the end of the week. 

"This is one of the major opportunities students have 
to play a role in their own education," said Fekctc, who was 
Executive Editor of last year's Course Guide. 

"The Course Guide is the most significant single Students' 
Society project to originate here in the past five years," he 
added. "Next to the Daily, it's the largest in terms of staff, 
money, and results." 



Entire Quartier Latin Staff resigns 
Social Sciences Faculty withdraws from council

The Students' Council at l'Université de Montréal has won its battle to control the student 
newspaper LejQuarlier latin, but in the process has lost the paper's entire staff and several of 
its own members. 



Nicole Fortin, Editor-in-Chief, resigned Friday 
morning after the executive of AGEUM, the U dc 
K. Students' Society, published, without her per- 
mission or knowledge, a supplement to Le Qmr' 
tier Latin containing statements of the Council 
and administration positions in their battle with 
the paper. 

The controversy began when the administra- 
tion threatened to withhold its next financial ins- 
talment toward the functioning of AGEUM, if 
Le Quartier Latin persisted in its news coverage 
technique. Vice-Rector Paul Lacoste had accused 
the paper of publishing false or slanted informa- 
tion, using coarse language and making slande- 
rous charges- 
Mile Fortln's entire staff resigned in sympa- 
thy. The Council executive has been mandated to 
find a new Editor in time for today's publishing 
commitment. 

At a Council meeting Friday^afiiemoon,' the 
executive presented a motionV'^wlitclr^wai^^ 
tually passed, calling for the creation of two new 
newspapers, one called Edition Syndicale and the 
other Edition de Jeudi. The motion, an amend- 
ment to the constitution, needed a two-thirds ma- 
jority for passage. 

The Friday meeting, more heatedly argued and 
more explosive in its consequences than anything 
comparable at IVfcGill, was attended by eleven 
student spectators. There are 25,000 students at 
I'UdeM. 

After the vote had been taken, Mario Demais, 
President of the Social Sciences Faculty, iitood 
up an^ announced that he and the four other re- 



presentatives of the faculty were vacating their 
seats in the Conseil d'Administration and pulling 
their faculty out of AGEUM. 

His complaints centered around the Quartier 
Latin issue- He felt that the line of attack of the 
Council was misdirected. The administration of 
tlie^tuniyersity was meddling into student affairs, 
DemaîTsaidî and it, not Le Quartier Latin, should 
have been attacked by the executive. 

"The concept of student syndicalism, that .wc 
all uphold until times of crisis, dictates that^we' 
must in good conscien ceAai pport Mile Fortin, 
not M. Lacoste", he ârâ?Pi?Ç»!^ 

The executive of the Faculty of Social Sciences 
must now seek ratification from its students. De- 
mais was quick to point out that, in effect, only 
the delegation had walked out of the meeting, 
not thé faculty. But he was confident that his 
students would support his stand. - 

Since this move is totally without precedent, 
there is no machinery as such to force re-intc- 
gration of the faculty into AGEUM, if the stud^ 
enls of the faculty refuse to belong. Represent! 
Hon on the. Council is by ' faculty with weighted 
vote. The executive of the various faculties sit as 
Coiincil members. 

The two new papers will have different func- 
tions. The Edition Syndicale has as its stated afms 
1) to be the informaCon organ of AGEUM; 2) 
to ensure the expression of aU campus opi- 
nion; 3) to ensure the most complete information 
of all activities of the university community. Its 
editorial staff would be appointed by the executive 
and ratified by the Conseil d'Administration,

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Students guinea pigs in 
drug effect experiment

"An individual's personality and the environmental stim- 
uli" may produce a profound change in the effects of a drug 
such as LSD, was the conclusion of Dr. Heinz Lehmann at o meet- 
ing of the Psychology Club Friday. 



'Dr. iLchniann, who Is Director 
of Research at Douglas Hospital, 
was speaking on the uses and 
effects of psychotropic drufis, 
those influencing human exper- 
ience and behavior. 

•As a dramatic demonstration 
of the effect of personality and 
environment on the power of 
certain drugs, Or. Lehmann con- 
ducted a simple experiment. Af- 
ter obtaining three volunteers 
from the audience, he gave one 
a sedative, one a stimulant, and 
one an unknown drug "x". 

But the person given the sed- 
ative was told ho had taken a

Stimulant, the person given the 
stimulant was led to believe he 
had been given the sedative, 
and drug "x" was really a place- 
bo, or substance with no effect, 
in this case starch. 

llie false information had a 
pronounced effect on the drug- 
takers. The one who had taken 
thé' stimulant and thought he had 
taken the sedative claimed to be 
more depressed, calm and slcep- 
y. In the same way, the person 
who had been given the sedative- 
and thought he was under the 
effect of a stimulant felt more 
elated, wakeful, jittery and rest- 
less. The person who had been 
given the unknown drug, really 
starch which should have no ef- 
fect at all, claimed to have a 
headache and feel dizzy. 

Dr. Lehmann pointed, out that 
this principle applied to the use 
of LSD as well. The degree of 
enjoyment of a "trip" induced by 
this drug depended largely on 
the individual's personality and 
the particular environment ex- 
isting at the time. 

LSD, according to lehmann, is 
one of ihe drugs producing a

al" mind is able to organize and 
assiniilate the sensations it re- 
ceives, and formulate them into 
some kind of order.

STE. AGATHE — The decline of the family linit and the rapid 
changes in socio! conditions wit! lead to a catastrophe like the 
rebirth of Fascism, said Dr. Allan Pollack at a week-end seminar 
on the problem of exile and alienation. 



'Dr. Pollack, professor of Hi- 
story at Pittsburgh University 
told the student Zionist-sponsor- 
ed seminar that twentieth 
century industrialization has dis- 
possessed people of their tradi- 
.tionai skills and customs, and 
that the resulting trauma causes 
irrational political behavior. 

He said that the world must 
realize that each individual is 
an exile, an unintcgrated part of 
whatever society he forms. 
Speaking specifically of Soviet 
Jewry, Dr. Pollack noted that 
since Jews are the eternal cos- 
mopolitan aliens, their reaction 
to social change should serve as 
a classic test case of the effects 
of constant mobility in society. 

In the USSR, "the Jewish com- 
munity Is losing its cultural and 
traditional institutions" because 



of its inability to assert itself in 
an atmosphere which is hostile 
and aggressive. 

Neil Kosodoy, assistant editor 
of Commentary, added that so- 
cial alienation is more than an 
economic concept He said that 
men can overcome the pressures 
of exile by simply accepting 
their lot, but that acceptance 
does not resolve the problem of 
estrangement.. 

Yehudah Bauer, history pro- 
fessor at Hebrew University, 
maintained that some social exil- 
es are "exiles by choice, and not 
of necessity". He said intellect- 
uals are examples of self-made 
aliens who experience constant 
fnutration in their attempts to 
understand their native climate. 

Dr. Pollack stressed that there

RUNNYMEDE and all that 

The issues and events on this campus 
in the post year and a half Indicate a lack 
of both purpose and leadership within the 
Students' Society. But more important, obsta- 
cles to change and to the effectiveness of 
new attitudes and goals remain inherent in 
the structure of student government. Of most 
serious consequence is the lack of commu- 
nication between those making decisions 
and the mass of students who are, or at 
least should be, most concerned. There has 
developed a marked discrepancy between 
the formal juridical guarantee of democratic 
procedure and the actual practices of the 
Students' Council that remains almost exclu- 
sively involved with keeping its own house 
in order. 

If one conceives the function of student 
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government as merely the providing of cer- 
tain essential financial and organizational 
services for the students, then it matters 
little if no consistent principles are used to 
determine external policy. Unfortunately, 
the manner in which the student govern- 
ment Is constituted has contributed greatly 
to defining the narrow limits of activity to 
which the council now devotes itself. It me- 
rely reflects the system of self-perpetuating 
oligarchy, personal antithesis and introvert- 
ed attitudes that existed on this campus 
previously. The official processes of legis- 
lation and review of eixecutive decisions 
that now exist are therefore totally Inade- 
quate. 

Individuals must resort to action 
through a network of informal alliances and 
pressure groups operating at a level that

excludes participation by the rank and file. 
Those with interests in common ore unable 
to communicate with each other within the 
context of formal procedures. A conspirat- 
orial atmosphere prevails that promotes con- 
flict and prevents a thorough and open ana- 
lysis of important Issues. It is no wonder that 
most students fall to understand the ration- 
ale behind so-called "arbitrary" decisions, 
and the judgments of specific groups. 

There », however, a solutiom ohe that 
both complements and supplements constitu- 
tion revisions; namely the establishment of 
permanent political parties on this campus. 
So long OS there exists a polarization in 
student opinion, this may be employed for 
constructive purposes. Besides introducing 
a certain measure of political responsibility 
in the election of council representatives, the 
formalization of political process and the 
integration of political parties into the struc- 
ture of student government Would reduce 
the frequency of covert decision making and 
planning. It would encourage active parti- 
cipation by a larger number of ^udents for 
whom these new channels of communica- 
tion would afford discussion of issues at a 
more sophisticated and meaningful level. 
The comprehensive arid long-range program 
for student government, formulated by the 
Students for a Democratic University, and 
the constitutional amendments proposing the 
office of Speaker and recall of Council mem- 
bers may be cited as steps In the direction 
of party politics.

Radio MiGill

Radio McGill reached the highest point in its six~year history this year when for the 
first time in many years this campus was with outr. a > newspaper. The substitute which Radio 
McGill's news department provided was a service' lb which -they gave the somewhat Orwellian 
name "Insound". For many students this was the first they had ever heard from or about 
Radio McGill. 



During those few hectic days 
when, for a ehanfic, mosl of (lie 
.iL'tivily in the Union basement 
was centered in the north>wcst 
not the southwest corner, some 
members of the news depart- 
ment expressed the hope thai 
even with the Daily's resump-

tion or publication, "Iriiiuund" 
could still fill some ill-defined 
need for the student body. To 
dale there is little sign of these 
hopes being realized. Apart 
from noon liuur music broad- 
casts which have encountered 
the proverbial stumbling block 
— "You caii'l please every- 
body" — nothing has been heard 
from "Insound" since students 
at this university resumed their 
custom of reading the news in- 
stead of listening to it. 

Apart from "Insound", tlic 
only other highlight in Radio 
McG'iU's operation this year was 
a warning which it received for 
n program that was considered 
to be "in bad tasle". The pro- 
gramming question was a "spe- 
cial", which purported to be an 
analysis of laughter — why 
people -laugh and what they 
laugh at. As well as readings 
from philosophers and psycho- 
logists dealing with laughter, 
there were included in the pro- 
gram examples, of "laughter- 
provokinu" material: 'Among 



these were some original smut- 
ty jokes. 

Radio station CFQR-FM, 
through wliose facilities Radio 
McGill broadcasts its nightly 
hour-long program, reported 
that It received at least forty 
irate phone calls as a result of 
the laughter show. So serious 
did CFQR consider this matter 
that .production manager 
Gerry Bascorobc made a special 
(rip to McGill in order ^ to ad- 
monish Radio McGill staffers. 
Bascombe's comments 

"In broadcasting, the name 
of the game is money", Mr. 
Dascombe is reported to have 
said. "If we offend listeners, 
our ratings wo down and wo 
lose advertising revenue. It's as 
simple as that. Furthermore," 
he continued, "the BBG (Board 
of Broadcast Governors) is 
breathing down our back, and 
wc can't afford to lake any 
risks. We are a young station, 
fighting for our. life, and wc 
have to keep our nose .clean." 

Mr. Bascombe had some con- 
titructive suggestions to make 
to Radio McGill. "At CFQR and 
especially at our sister station 
CFCF, wc have this typical lis- 
tener in mind 'whom wc always 
consider when, planning pro- 
grams. We call her Hhe-broad- 
on-Van-Hornc*." He suggested 
lhat Radio McGill's producers 
and writers should seriously 
consider the type of reaction a 
program would elicit from "Ihc- 
broad-on-Van-Ifomc" before 
committing it to (he public air- 
waves. Krijï'^^-;': ^ ■ 



Radio McGill people will tell 
you that the type of altitude 
expressed in Mr. Bascombe's 
statements amply shows the 
need for Radio McGill to obtain 
a licence to broadcast on an 
FM station of its own. "I'm 
very pleased to sec so many 
college students taking an in- 
terest in broadcasting," Mr. 
Bascombe Is reported. (o have 
said In conclusion to his little 
talk. "It's a very lucrative 
field." 

"FM stations arc going the 
way of AM stations," one Radio 
McGill producer said. "Their 
po'icy is being formed more 
and more by solely commercial 
concerns. They can't afford to 
risk anything thai might offend 
any portion of (heir audience 
or, more significantly, their.. 
spon.sor8.°Even the CBC, as wc 
all know," he continued, "is 
not free from external pres- 
sures. Only, in the CBC's case, 
they arc political pressures." 
Almost everybody at Radio Mc- ■ 
Gill expresses the feeling that 
there is a need for independent 
creative broadcasting. Univer- 
sity students, they say, arc 
uniquely capable of fulfilling 
this need.
